With the widening kno wledge co n­ 
cerning the 
nature o f 
tuberculo sis, 
live sto ck o wners are rapidly putting 
metho ds o f eradicatio n into practical 
use. 
The clo se relatio nship between 
fo wl and swine tuberculo sis is illus­ 
trated by a recent o ccurrence In Mich­ 
igan. The facts were o btained by the 
Michigan Agricultural co llege in co ­ 
o peratio n with the United States De­ 
partment o f Agriculture. 
A shipment o f ho gs fro m a certain 
farm pro ved to be badly infected with 
tuberculo sis. An inspecto r who visited 
the farm applied the tuberculin test tu 
the remaining ho gs and fo und practi­ 
cally all o f them tuberculo sis. He also 
fo und the chicken do ck o n the farm 
badly affected. 
Acting 
o n 
the 
in­ 
specto r's advice, the o wner dispo sed 
o f the entire flo ck o f chickens, re­ 
sto cking with day-o ld chicks in the 
spring. 
Meanwhile lie had also dis­ 
po sed o f the tuberculo us ho gs and 
cleaned and disinfected the premises, 
especially the po ultry buildings and 
yards. 
After a perio d o f time the o wner 
so ld 32 ho gs which went to the same 
market as befo re. A repo rt co vering 
the po stmo rten examinatio n o f 27 o f 
these animals sho wed that no ne was 
infected.

New Pest o f Bees Fo iled 
in a Maryland Co unty 
A new pest o f Ices, Braula co eca 
Nitzeli, po pularly called the bee-lo use, 
has been fo und present in co nsiderable 
numbers in Carro ll co unty. Maryland, 
and in a few o ther places in the United 
States. 
It 
is undo ubtedly 
impo rted 
fro m Euro pe with queen bees, and 
while it is no t, so far, to be regarded 
as a serio us menace, beekeepers will 
do well to take steps to eradicate it 
fro m their co lo nies when disco vered. 
Braula is no t a true parasite, ac­ 
co rding to the bureau o f ento mo lo gy, 
but it is capable o f weakening a bee 
co lo ny by taking its fo o d and by to r­ 
menting the queen bee. 
It lives o n the 
ho ney carried by tiie bees, no t o n 
their blo o d, as was at o ne time sup­ 
po sed. 
It is fo und singly o n the wo rk­ 
ers, and in numbers o n the queen bee, 
but seldo m o n dro nes. 
United States Department o f Agri­ 
culture Circular 334, “The Bee Lo use. 
Braula Co eca. in the United States,” 
by E. F. Phillips, apiculturist, co n­ 
tains a descriptio n o f the species, its 
distributio n, feeding habits and meth­

In 
parts of Kian gsu provin ce, Chin a, an d 
in large tracts of ru ral Japan , it wou ld 
n ot he amiss to speak of th ■ bamboo 
a g e ; keepin g in min d, however, that 
the ‘bamboo civilization ’ is mu ch far­ 
ther advan ced than the ‘date pu l in civ­ 
ilization ’ of the S ahara or the ‘cocon u t 
palm civilization s* of the Sou th Sea 
islan ds. 
“The gian t bamboos are tru e» grasses. 
They sen d u n dergrou n d stems lon g dis­ 
tan ces throu gh the soil, bin din g it to­ 
gether with hard, flin tlike root stalks, j 
or rhizomes. 
From tIlls n etwork of 
roots an d rhizomes they sen d u pward 
the most rapid-growin g shoots of an y 
plan t kn own . 
While the shoots are so 
fresli an d ten der that they can he 
sn apped off with the han d an d cooked 
to an asparagu s-like delicacy, bamboo 
wood is the stron gest kn own timber 
for its weig ht, an d its hard, siliceou s 
ex terior makes it serve for kniv es ami 
whetstones. 
“ Despite 
its 
numerous uses 
the 
g rass is v alued also for its beauty . 
The trees of China and J apan lend a 
charm to many landscapes. 
‘They are 
wav ing plumes *»f delicate g reen fo­ 
liag e, which, whether seen ag ainst the 
sky line or hacked by a darker mass 
of forest, alway s g iv e a peculiar soft­ 
ness to the scene.’ 
“ Makers of scores of manufactured 
i products would be inconv enienced if 
j they were depriv ed of bamboo; epi- 
! cures would he saddened; hut the 
1 American small hoy would he deso- 
| lated if the millions of bamboo poles 
shipped here ev ery y ear were cut off. 
What .would he do for his fishing 
rods?”
